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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kuo in 
view of Piaget et al (539). 

Kou discloses a dual mode exercise device having treadmill action mode and 
stepping mode, wherein a switch member 37 is pivotally connected to a 
generally U-shaped frame 38 and is positioned at a horizontal position when the 
pedals are used in the stair climbing mode , and is inclined upwards into 
engagement with apertures 34 when the pedals are used as a treadmill. 
Kuo does not disclose spring means for urging the switch member towards an 
inclined position. 

In general, Piaget et al discloses a treadmill having dual spring loaded treads 
wherein springs 16 urge bars 36R upwards; and further discloses U-shaped 
flanges 48. Given these teachings, it would have been obvious to one skilled in 
the art to provide the Kuo device with a spring connected between t the 
underside of the switch member and the frame for urging the switch member 
upwards for semi-automation of the switch mechanism ; and to connect the 
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spring member to the frame via a U-shaped flange as taught by Piaget et al for 
greater stability. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
